When shading with black cloth it is recommended by the specialists, that the majority of Pompons 
should be pinched 35 to 45 days prior to the application of shading, and Standards should be pinched 
30-40 days prior to the application of black cloth. However, some growers use a method of pinching quite 
to the contrary of the above dates, and get very satisfactory results. 


The object of all pinching in Standards—is to eliminate the long necks and poor color that result from 
a crown bud that appears too early, and also to eliminate the small open centered flowers that result from a 
terminal bud that appears too late. 


On Pompons and singles the purpose of pinching is to eliminate the long awkward sprays (so hard to 
bunch) that are a result of the stems forming crown buds. It is also the purpose to eliminate closely clus- 
tered flowers on a stem of Pompons or singles that are the result of delayed bud formation.
